Milk and Cream Shippers 

A few days ago a caller to my 
office asked for information on 
the Federal Milk Payment. The 
most important thing to’ remem¬ 
ber is that you as a milk or cream 
producer must apply for this 
equalization payment. Your cream¬ 
ery or milk plant manager has a 
supply of Agriculture Stabilization 
Board registration forms. 

If you have not filled out the 
form and are a milk shipper you 
may be missing out on a direct 
federal government payment to 
producers of 85c per hundred 
weight of milk, basis 3.5% butter- 
fat minus 10c levy to finance the 
export of dairy products. 

The unregistered cream shipper 
may be missing out on 21.43c per 
pound of butterfat direct payment. 

Cattle Feeding Operators 

I suppose at any one time there 
are only a very few farmers who 
are feeding cattle for the first 
time. However basic information 
is very seldom out of place even 
amongst experts. What I’m lead¬ 
ing to is simply this; we have just 
received a number of copies of a 
booklet of Cattle Feeding Opera¬ 
tion. The information that it con¬ 
tained in this publication is based 
on Western Canadian research and 
practical experience. It’s especi¬ 
ally gratifying to find a bulletin 
which is primarily about Alberta 
and written by Albertans.

This particular portion showed 
the effect of different rates of 
gain during the winter on steers 
which were to go onto grass next 
summer. The three groups were 
fed to gain one-half pound per 
per day, one pound per day and 
one and one-half pounds per day 
over a winter feeding period of 
193. The long and the short of 
this was that it took twice as much 
feed to put a pound of gain on an 
animal gaining a half a pound a 
day as it did when the animal 
was gaining at the rate of one 
and one-half pounds per day. This 
difference was in the same ratio 
when costs were considered. The 
slow gainer cost $27.30 per hund¬ 
red pounds of gain while the ones j) 
which were fed’ to gain quickly 
had feed costs of only $14.05 per 
hundred pounds of gain. That's 
right, it took only half as much 
feed to get the same gain. 

When these animals were plac¬ 
ed on pasture for 137 days the 
advantage continued in favor of 
the animals in the group fed to' 
gain one and one-half pounds per 
day. 

The total returns per steer after 
paying for the winter feed costs 
was over $13.00 per head in favor 
of the faster gaining group. 

One of the conclusions that can 
be drawn from these facts is that 
it would appear that calves win¬ 
tered through and turned back to 
pasture should be fed ,to gain 
from 1% to 1% pounds per day 
during the winter feeding period. 
This will keep the costs of winter 
gains at a reasonable level. A sec¬ 
ond conclusion is the longer the 
overwintering period is in rela¬ 
tion to the grazing period the 
smaller the advantage. 

This type ot information is use¬ 
ful and interesting because it is 
backed up by research conducted 
right here in Alberta. If you would 
like a copy just contact this 
office.
